The Social Science Club met hut 


evening at the home of Chief Justice 
Judd. There was a large and repre- 
sentative attendance. 
Prof. M. M. 


Scott, principal of the High School 
read the paper and led the discussion. 
This is a portion of his contribution to 
the literature on "Forests and Bain- 
fall": 


In his great work, "The Earth as 


Modified by 'Human Action," Mr. 
Marsh says the belief that there is a 
connection between forests and rain- 
fall was first attributed to Columbus. 
In a history of Columbus and his dis- 
coveries, published in Venice in 
by an anonymous author, it is stated 
that Columbus observed the coming 
up of showers about vespers every 
day in the West Indies, and thought 
it due to the great primeval forests— 
observing that like conditions former- 
ly prevailed in the Aaorlea, but after 
the Portuguese cut down the forests 
in the latter Islands, toe daily show- 
ers ceased. Humboldt also in his Cos- 
mos notes this opinion of Columbus, 


Marsh may be correct In so far as 


recorded opinion on the literature of 
the subject is concerned, but it is high- 
y improbable'that the ancients failed 
to observe the easily noticed facts of 
the drying up of streams, consequent 
upon the cutting down of forests on 
the mountain Sidea, It Is, further-

This, however, may be 


>ne of those notions so common about 
the most ordinary facts, in trying to 
account for which all are deceived. 
Whatever may be the truth In the 
matter, the opinion Is prevalent every- 
where. In Japan, I found it strongly 
nstructed among all classes. In the 
Hundred lams of lyeyam, it is made 
bligatory upon him wiho felled a tree 
o plant a tree, not alone for beauty 
and for the utility of the timber, but 
to assume a sufficiency of rain. Are 
here any well attested records, with 
nstruments of scientific precision, ex- 
ending over periods of sufficient time, 
o show without doubt, that refores- 
tation diminishes and. afforestation in- 
reases rainfall? Marsh says there 
are not 
There being none such is 


lerely negative, and is no proof either 


way. 
The matter is so inherently 


difficult, I do not see how it is to be 
ettled. No one supposes, I presume, 
that a series of observations for a 
.umber of years in a small forest and 
then felling tfce forest and taking 
ther records for a like series of years, 
would determine the matter. There 
would be too many sources of error, 
lesldes, a small effort of this kind, 
toes not recommend itself. If forests 
remote rainfall at all, it seems to me 
they must be of considerable, if nol 
wide extent, of sufficient extent to cool

It has been affirmed that the fellinj 


-of the forests on the Island of Trini 
dad has almost ruined the Island—no 
enough rain now falling there for any 
practical purpose. 


It may, I .think, be maintained that 


so far as observed, rainfall canno 
be said to Increase or to diminish b; 
retaining or cutting the forests. How 
ever, there are certain theoretical con* 
slderations which might lead to the 
conclusion that trees over extensive 
areas, or even grass and shrub wool* 
cause precipitation—certainly in the, 
form of dew and frost, and probabl; 
in «ae form of rain. It is a wel 
known tact that, at certain seasons 
of the year, and under certain hygro-' 
metic states of the atmosphere, the 
rapid cooling down of leaves and grass 
causes a heavy precipitation of dew 
on the upper surfaces of vegetation 
which little or none falls on surround- 
ing surfaces. 


Dumont gives an interesting ex- 


tract from the misopogon of Emperor 
Julian, in which he notes that In his 
time, the river Seine was wholly ex- 
empt from inundations, and flowed 
with a uniform current throughout 
the year, while at the present time 
there la a difference of thirty feet be- 
tween extreme high and low water 
mark. 


The topography of our Islands is 


such that all considerations of prud- 
ence should be weighed when dealing 
with forests and other matters, affect- 
ing the conservation of rainfall. Bach 
Island is a mere mountain peak, as it 
were, running up from shore to peak, 
in many places, with a slant of near- 
ly 45 deg. If the land -has a bare face, 
the water from heavy rainfalls rushes 
to the sea, taking with it the very 
beat part of the soil. The transport- 
Ing power of water being as the sixth, 
jpower of its velocity, it will readily 
be conceived what a skinning effect 
heavy rains would have on the soil. 
If running with a velocity of two miles 
an hour, water will move an object 
of a given weight, doubling its velo- 
city will give It power to move an 
object sixty-four times as large. Large 
areas of land on t3ie Spanish side ot 
the Pyranees have been ruined by re- 
moving the forests, while, by preserv- 
ing the forests on the French side, 
its fertility is a great as ever. 
_Jt would appear that cutting down 
the forests for agricultural purposes 
will be far less injurious than the 
damage done by the browsing and 
tramping of cattle and goats in the 
'higher reaches of our thickly wooded 
mountains. Where -the woods are cat 
of ^for j»any- -kind of~ crops,, dthft «<if> IE 
'usually "plowed or loosened up and 
made spongy and absorbent by culti- 
vation. Besides, either cane or coffee 
trees are planted, and the roots pene- 
trate to some depth, leading the rain- 
water down so far as the fibrous roots 
go. If the hill-sides are somewhat 
precipitous, they are so terraced that 
tihe water is caught and absorbed in 
its course, and thus prevented from 
washing off the soil. The shade of 
either cane or coffee trees prevents 
rapid evaporation. 


Cattle and goats, however, not only 


kill the trees by browsing and tramp- 
ing the soil around the roots, but they 
kill off all the shrub and grasses, 
tramp the ground hard, and make it 
Impervious to rain-water. 
Many of 


the oldest and most obseivant resi- 
dents of the Islands affirm that, in 
many places, streams that were peren- 
nial in their youth, are now flush in 
heavy rains only, or dried up alto- 
gether. One does not have to travel 
far in any one of the group to see 
what devestatlon cattle and goats have 
made in the forests. Near Hanalei, 
great forests of lauhala stand bare and 
dead. 
On the mountain aides near 


Waimea in Hawaii, it is sad to see 
the dead and prostrate trees. I no- 
ticed a like condition in the Waialae 
valley on this Island, It is reported 
that the Island of Kahoolawe is being 
made a desert by deforestation, caused 
by cattle. 


We are dependent at present, and, 


perhaps, in a large degree, must al- 
ways be so, on our agricultural re- 
sources, for our prosperity. All possi- 
ble care and prudence should be exer- 
cised In dealing with out still existing 
forest lands. 


Quite a number of members of the 


club spoke on the question. They furn- 
ished facts that will be of use in work- 
ing out the problem locally. Mr. G. R. 
Carter mentioned the utility of fencing 
of territory from stock as done on the 
Monsarrat ranch on Hawaii. Cattle 
had tramped down young trees and re- 
duced forest The Chief Justice re- 
marked on the great numbers of deer 
and goats that were ruining forest and 
that could be put out of the way if 
Inland and foreign sportsmen were- In- 
vited to shoot them. Mr. JOB. Emerson 
told how the goat pest on Hawaii bad 
been abated by the wild dogs In a cer- 
tain district. Dr. Maxwell spoke briefly 
of data that had been gathered for the 
planters and of the views of 
and other students of the subject. Mr 
P C Jones told of a plantation in 
which be was interested and the rain- 
fall figures and effects there The fall 
had been growing less each year, but 
when it was down to 17 inches, as in 
J 896-7, the cane yield had been greater 
than ever before There were a number

Superintendent Rowell /is pushing 


public works in every direction now 
with more vim and effect than at any 
time during the busiest biennial period, 
the department has ever had. A full 
score of separate pieces of work are la 
progress and every effort Is being; 
made to do as mudh as possible before 
the time for nse of appropriations 
made by the last Legislature expires. 
Mr. Rowell can find but a few minutes 
a day now for attention to strictly 
office matters and has been stealing* 
from his sleep for weeks to labor on 
estimate of current work and future 
plans and on his report to the Minis- 
ter of the Interior. This report is- 
also of what might be termed burning- 
interest to tine Minister of Finance. 
It will cut quite a figure in the budget 
calculations. 


Some work is still being done in 


the vicinity of St Louis College, where 
Nuuanu stream was changed. The ap- 
pearance of that whole section is much 
iltered and certainly vastly improved. 
There has been some delay in finish- 
ing up, but the work was a large one 
and parts of it have of necessity been 
of the slow character. The improve- 
ment of Ntraanu stream was primari- 
ly a sanitary scheme and what was 
intended at the cholera season has 
been accomplished and results have 
been shown. A large territory that 
was before practically without drain- 
age now has a species of sewerage 
that at least wards off common dan- 
gers and that has reduced the mortal- 
ly figures of the neighborhood. The 
pretty drives up and down Nuuanu 
stream, with perhaps the Aala park, 
'or Palama. children will come in time. 
N6w,.;-eteaar earth ns&'ftlled. Up a lot 
of stagnant and disease breeding pools. 


One of the most important jobs now 


n hand is the new wharf to parallel 
Sorenson's wharf, near the old fish 
market. It was the purpose of the 
Government to provide this additional 
dock fully eighteen months ago, but 
time after time some obstacle came up 
against securing title to the land. Fin- 
ally deals were closed with the Bishop 
Estate, S. C. Allen and John Cassidy. 
Within two weeks after the papers 
were signed work was started up. The 
material had been on the ground for 
several months. In fact tie storage 
of piles had postponed the extension 
of new Queen street beyond the "Hono- 
nln Iron Works. Now that thorough- 
fare will be opened up. This new . 
wharf was given considerable promi- 
nence during the controversy between 
the Government and Mr. Dillinghant 
on harbor matters. Captain King, 
finister of the Intreior, said yester- 
lay that work on this new wharf, the 
same type as several built during the 
>ast three years, would be rushed so 
hat it could be used before the pres- 
int sugar season had ended. Plans 
or further harbor and dock work 
will go to the Legislature. 


The big , dredger is still working 


away on what are now called the fish 
market slips. The machine will be 
kept there indefinitely unless there is 
a radical shift in policy or unless she 
s taken off for a few days to do some 
emergency work. Wben heavier blast- 
ng may become imperative at the 
lips the dredger may be sent for the 
time to the sand spits in the channel 
dge near the lighthouse That Is one 
f the possible interruptions 
These two fish market slips or 


wharves should be pretty well at the 
tage of completion before the end 
>f 1898. As a feature of the present 
larbor they will present a sample ot 
what a greater harbor will really be 
t Is the plan to have near the new 
fish market slips into which the largest 
jcean steamers can glide direct from 
be roadsted. This work will possibly 
make a change in the town that few 
>eople hare foreseen 
The importance 


>f both Alakea and Richards streets 
will be greatly increased.

/The man who dredged out the har- 


bor .channel is in town again. In the 
commercial past, present and future 
of the country, and more particularly 
of Honolulu, he is an important figure. 
The gentleman does not unduly pride 
iimself on the part he has played in 
the development of the locil- trade.. Ts 
date he has not been by the public 
assigned any station of honor ..or dis- 
tinction. That will come with tila obi- 
tuary perhaps. L. B. Young will live 
a long time yet. He is la tail man of 
rather spare construction and .had a 
dark or brownish beard with a hole 
snaved out of the middle of it 
He 


slowly, modestly and on his 


tongue there is an intimation that as 
a boy he was at home in^either Norway 
or Sweden. Mr. Young ;of late years 
has been a builder and operator of 
the famous and valuable type of dredg- 
ing plants represented fairly by the 
machine now under command of Cap- 
tain Paul. Smith here. For a long 
tim'e he was with the San Francisco 
Bridge Company, but is at .present dis- 
engaged. At present he hopes to be- 
come identified with a local corpora- 
tion in some work of considerable mag- 
nitude.

L. B. Young is in the Islands for the 


third time. In 1882, he was with B. G. 
Hitchcock on a plantation of Hawaii 
and for a ;period after that with, a 
titty painter. Then he went back to 
flie States and returning In 1892 work- 
ed on. the dredger and gave it the trial 
runs. He was the manager during all 
the work of deepening the channel so 
that deep ships might come inside in- 
stead of being lightered from the road- 
stead, which (had been the slow and 
costly custom for many, many years. 
Mr. Young is more proud of the work 


ndrvidualiBm plying Its wedge against 
the masses and the masses not quite 
understanding it or not caring any too 
much about it. That beautiful and 
efficient dredger/No. 4 will -like as not 
lie in the water and rot to the edge 
before it is wanted. Barrios esteems 
a number of other things, primarily 
his own welfare, more momentous and 
ils successor may have the same idea. 
The capitalists who f«ere in the dredg- 
r scheme have turned.their attention 
o other matters and will soon make 
even. Mr. Young, unfortunately has 
no capital beyond his hands and hie 
brains. He was attracted to Hawaii 
his time by talk on the Coast of pro- 
posed harbor enlargement and unless 
an opening in that field presents itself 
will try something else or return to 
he States.

The educational advantage of 
such-an institution here, he was sure, 
would be very great It was a pity 
that many of the children of the Isl- 
ands grew up without being able to 
see the important aninfals that are 
common sights to the youngsters In 
larger countries.

The statement made 
In the article that: "It is believed by 
many to be an infallible, test but there 
are others in Honolulu who believe 
just the opposite and think they have 
some reason for the ground taken, 
since they are upheld by authorities in 
the States," win Stand revising.

cer, Inspector for Santa Clara County 
CaL, by the undersigned, he says: 


"We have BO far, tested 4,600 head o 


cows and have condemned and killec 
520 odd head * * * * " Now 
want to say a word with reference t 
the reliability of tuberculin: It is a 
near infallible as It is possible for an; 
agent to be. It does not hurt a healthy 
subject in the least and if yon get .a 
reaction from it, you can be positiv 
that tuberculosis exists, and if it i 
not found 'it is the fault of the anto- 
pslst in not looking carefully into the 
glandular symptoms. We "killed 175 
for one man and as many as 30 for 
several other parties.

1 Since writing the last letter frbin 
!Ponapi we have been back to Kusaie, 
and are now about (to make tie Mar- 
shall 'islands tour. On October B, Mr.

left on shore at Ponapi, anA'we steam- 
ed away for Kusaie, reaching there on 
the 12th, at 10:30 a. m. Early Sunday 
morning a .canoe was sent from shore 
for me with a note from Mr. Walkup, 
eaylng: "Am waiting breakfast; chick- 
en, beans, etc.; so isome at once." It 
Is needless to say I did so, and. spent 
Sunday on snore. I attended the Gil- 
bert Sunday-school and church; later 
the English/ services .at the girls 
school at 4:30 p

to the Star again and helped finish the 
"girted room" lor the Marshall Island 
trip. We sighted this lagoon on Fri- 
day evening, late, but did not enter It 
'until yesterday morning. 
While I 


think of ft, although I give you the 
'same date and day of the week, yet 
we are a day behind you. To illus- 
trate: I. am writing this on Sunday 
evening at 6:30 o'clock, which will 
correspond . with 11:30 Monday night 
at home. Yesterday I went ashore at 
the German station, and, after enjoy- 
ing the scenery and a short visit with 
ihe .friends, went .back to the Star, 
and at 330 the anchor was hoisted 
and we steamed away across the la- 
goon to Jeremiah's station, where we 
arrived at 5:15. At dark. I went ashore 
with Dr. Rife and assisted him in giv- 
fn a magic lantern lecture on the Bi- 
ble. I wish I <*uld make a sketch of 
this native pastor, Jeremiah. Imagine 
Ifyou can a'D. L. Moody with a black 
face and hands and a light beard; and 
you have ggome idea of this native 
.pastor; yet only a very imperfect one. 
He is a power for good in this region. 
From here we make a tour of this 
group, returning to Kusaie December 
24 or thereabouts; then off about the 
first of the year for the Gilbert Islands 
for fifty or sixty days and then home- 
ward bound," as every mile we make 
toward Kusate and Ruk means just so 
many miles nearer the dear homeland. 
We hope to reach Honolulu about the 
1st of April, or earlier if nothing hap- 
pens to prevent. Captain Bray is much 
better, and all the rest are well and 
doing nicely. 


Millie, Marshall Islands, Nov. 18, 1897. 


•After leaving Jaluit we sailed to the 


westward and reached Ebone on the 
26th of last month. From there we 
went to Naanarik, then on to Ailiang- 
lapalajs. 
At this place we stayed 


over Sunday. We arrived at Wattho 
on Monday morning at 9:30. This Isl- j 
and is the most nortbernly station in 
the work and has only about fifty 
adults and very few children. The 
next evening we left for TJJae. 


At this place we were invited to at- 


tend a "big fish," so after supper four 
or five of us went ashore. As soon as 
the moon was up they (the natives 
who were to draw the net) went out 
on the reef to a point where a school 
of fish has been found and then began 
to let out the net, which consisted 
«imply of leaves (palm) tied together. 
The fish were soon surrounded and 
then the net and all was dragged to a 
shallow spot and the fun began for the 
natives. I shall not attempt to de- 
scribe this event until I reach home, 
will only say that- it was intensely in- 
teresing for us as on-lookers, 


Yon may not believe me, yet it is 


the simple truth when I say that 5,000 
fish were landed either on shore or on 
board the Star. I did not like the 
flavor of the fish and several were 
made very ill by too freely partaking 
of them. 
Kroojlan Is the largest lagoon In 


this group, being sixty miles long and 
abont twenty miles wide. We went

Work Goes On—Condolance-A Re- 


slgnatlon-A Furlough-Authority 
Commends the Kindergartens. 


Among the other appointments to 


be kept yesterday morning by the 
women of Honolulu was the meeting 
ol the Board of Su&ervteore of the 
Free Kindergarten Association. It was 
held at Queen Emma Hall, and was 
largely attended, almost no one being 
away except for sickness or absence 
from> the country. 


Besides the usual reports there were 


a few matters of business which were 
quickly disposed at. Mrs. Athsrton's 
resignation as chairman of the Ewa 
Plantation Kindergarten 
Committee 


was presented and accepted with re- 
gret. Her successor, who Is not yet 
named will be appointed at the Marcb 
meeting. Mrs. Schmidt asked to be 
relieved temporarily of her duties as 
chairman.of the .Foreign Kindergar- 
ten. Mrs. S. M. Damon was chosen 
to fill the position for a little time. 


The Hawaiian and Portuguese Kin- 


dergartens have followed the praise- 
worthy example set by the Foreign 
Kindergarten in having little individ- 
ual drinking cups., It is a precedent 
that all schools may follow and be- 
fore long aD the Honolulu Kinder- 
gartens will adopt this1 sanitary meas- 
ure. All the kindergartens are in 
need of little hand towels, so that 
each ohild may have his own. Now 
that especial attention has been direc- 
ted- to sanitary 'matters, various re- 
forms will be instituted and every op- 
portunity for improvement will be 
considered. 


In Mrs. Thompson's absence her 


eanltary work has been carried on by 
girls from Kawaiabao and Kameha- 
meha schools, but Mrs. Thompson has 
been sorely missed. It will be remem- 
bered that in her capacity of nurse aj 
the Kamehameha School, Mrs. Thomp- 
son was injured by a lancet and blood 
poisoning ensued. Her Buttering was 
not at ail die result of her generous 
labor 
In the kindergartens. Mrs 


Hyde gave an encouraging report o 
her condition, and it was the'wish of 
the meeting that the secretary be di- 
rected to write a letter to Mrs. Thomp- 
son, telling .of the wide-spread sym- 
pathy that is felt for her in her dis- 
tressing illness, of the rejoicing in her 
improvement and of the hopes that 
are' entertained 
for her speedy re- 


covery. 


Professor Agassiz has shown his In- 


terest in the free kindergartens of the 
city by visiting all of them with Dr 
and Mrs. Hyde. He declares himself 
charmed with the architecture of the 
buildings and thinks the conditions of 


• sunshine and open air are exception' 


ally fine for the children. His sister 
was instrumental in organizing free 
kindergartens in Boston and was ac- 
tively connected with them until they 
were taken in charge by the Boari 
of Education.

n the above article is well known to 
He* dairymen of this city who have 
aken a great interest in the -various 
findings regarding the tuberculin test 
since the slaughter of a number of 
heir cows anfl bulls a short time ago. 
In the suit of the People vs. A. Gkm- 
salves, forced by the association, to 
teat the validity of the milk ordinance 
of the city of Alameda, the evidence 
was almost entirely against the reli- 
ability of the tuberculin teat This 
showed that three cows of the defend- 
ant were tested 1>y the Oakland In- 
spectors and that a certificate of good 
lealth was furnished, but that the 
same cows were tested two and a half 
months after, by the Alameda Inspec- 
tors, yfko reported two ot them tuber- 
culous to the Board of Health, which 
thereupon revoked Gonsalves1 permit, 
and when he continued to sell milk, 
arrested and threw him Into jail. One 
of tbe cows was killed by tie associa- 
tion and 
disease." 


ON TUBERCULIN. 


There Is Great Doubt as to Effi 


ciency of Test. 


Not much has been heard of late re- 


garding the tuberculin test adopted by 
the Board of Health and put into oper- 
ation in the dairies here by Dr. Shaw 
assisted by Dr. Monsarrat It is be- 
lieved by many to be an unfallable 
test but there are others in Honolulu 
who believe just the opposite and 
think they have some reason for the 
ground taken, since they are upheld 
by authorities in the States. In the 
Western Creamery for January, may 
be found the following: 


"The result of the free handed use 


of tuberculin In California, where the 
inspecora have no opposition, demon 
strates that the tuberculin test Is worse 
than useless. Aa stated In the last 
issue, the evidence in the Alameda 
tet case' was all against the reliability 
of tuberculin and it was there shown 
that In herds which have been tested 
many cows in an advanced stage o 
tuberculosis were given a certificate 
of health. Others were found to be 
without disease after condemna'U 
and slaughter. 


"It Is now proven by the testimony 


of A. H. Spencer, the 
veterinarian 


who has led In the radical destruction 
of dairy court, that the animal* which 
may be a source of danger, are allow 
ed to remain in the Inspected dairies. 
The dozen veterinarians who have 
banded together as the 
California 


State Veterinary Medical Association 
met at the office of Dra. Pierce and 
Archibald, in Oakland, recently. Dr

Mosquitoes^ the pest of the North, 


Except in mid- 
stream, or where a brisk breeze is

The Indians smear 
their faces with a mixture of grease 
and charcoal, and paddle with a 
smudge on a square of turf in the bows 
of their birch canoes. Tbe caribou, 
moose and bear, driven from the 
thickets, plunge into the river for a 
:emporary respite. Curiously enough, 
during three summers, black flies and 
midges, so plentiful to the eastward, 
were encountered only once on the Yu- i 
kon;

The records show that the lower Yu-' 


kon Valley has a summer temperature 
much in excess of that normal to the; 
latitude. As the days are long, the' 
traveler will prudently sleep at noon 
and utilize for his work the cooler | 
hours when the sun sweeps low along t 
the northern horizon and the mosqui- 
toes are less active. 


Frosts appear in mid-September. 


Early in October the Yukon begins to, 
be covered with ice; though it js not) 
fully ice-bound until late in Novem- 
ber.

One serious danger menaces the 


large population now pouring into the 
district The upper Yukon is a coun- 
try where subsistence has always been 
difficult. The first party which ever 
reached it—that under Robert Camp- 
bell of the Hudson Bay Company, who. 
named the Pelly River—though com- 
posed of seasoned voyagers, was, if 
tradition be reliable, forced to support 
life by cannibalism before it could 
reach help. In 1866 not more than 300 
Indians were able to find subsistence 
between Fort Yukon and Fort Selkirk. 
The abundant fish and game of the 
lower Yukon are absent The river 
steamers available for transportation 
Cannot, during the remainder of the 
present season,- carry up to Dawson 
City much more food than will supply 
its present population. It seems im- 
probable that any large proportion of 
the people now hurrying over the 
Chilkoot portage can transport—if in- 
deed they possess—food enough to 
carry them 'over the winter and un 
to the arrival of summer supplies from 
th« lower Yukon. 
Fortunately, it is likely that many of 
those least prepared for the undertak- 
ing will never get over the divide, and 
will be obliged to remain in South- 
eastern Alaska, where the rush to 
Klondike will have left open many op- 
portunities for employment Were it 
otherwise, the coming winter and 
spring "would probably furnish ma- 
terial for tragedy. Even as it is, the 
circumstances offer ground for grave 
apprehensions.

Cause of a Fire On Premises of 


Queen Dowager. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock yesterday 


morning the fire whistle blew, calling 
the department to an old frame build- 
ing in Honuakaha, just back , of the 
house sometimes occupied by the 
Queen Dowager. The fire laddies ar- 
rived too late to do any good although 
they did make good speed to the place. 
The fire had been under way for quite 
a little time before it was discovered. 
George Macy, formerly of the tele- 
phone Exchange, turned in the alarm. 


The fireman worked for fully half 


an hour before they had the flames 
under control. The house being an old 
one, the flames, which started on the 
upper, were hard to subdue. Doors 
and windows being chut, everything 
inside was ablaze. When it was all 
over, the whole story came out 


The upper floor was occupied by 


George Shaw of the Board of Educa- 
tion, his wife and two children, one 
of the last being an adopted Portu- 
guese child of four summers. Shaw 
had gone off to his duties early in the 
morning. His wife and the children 
were out In the yard at the time the 
fire started and the native, Ms wife 
and grandson living on the ground 
floor, were also away from the house. 


It seems that George, the adopted 


Portuguese boy, had gone upstairs 
without the knowledge of Mrs. Shaw 
and had succeeded in lighting some 
matches. These burned with good 
effect and the supposition is that the 
feed curtain must have taken fire first, 
thus spreading the flames. 


The house was owned by the Queen 


Dowager and was taken from the 
Palace at .the time there was a gen- 
eral clearing- off the grounds of all 
old houses. Shaw bad been in the 
place for over lour years. 


Clustered about the burned house 


are three or four more frame build- 
ings and it must certainly be consid- 
ered a piece of good fortune to the 
people occupying these that there was- 
not even a slight breeze .stirring for, 
in such an event, some of these must 
surely have Buffered. As it was, all 
the furnishings and clothing in the 
{nearest house, occupied by Lilikalani, 
were removed In a great hurry, so 
sure were the people living In it that 
the flames Tvould reach their place. 


Shaw 'estimates that he lost about 


9200 in all Not a thing was saved 
in the upper story and added to the 
goods of the Shaw family, was a 
trunk, the property 
of Mrs. John 


Richardson of Wailukn, Maul, who 
sometimes visited there. The natives 
living below were fortunate enough 
to get out quite a lot of what they 
owned.
